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A Mountain Kam’s Head Imbedded in 
a Tree. 


From the Yankee Fork (Idaho) Herald. 


Quite a curiosity was found a few 
days ago neur the eamp ef the werk- 
men on the new toll read, near Yan- 
kee Fork. It is a mountain ram’s 
head, deeply imbedded in a sine tree, 
and about six feet from the ground. 
The right horn is outside and curls 
partly around the tree, while the front 
of the skull and most of the left horn 
ix covered with the growth of wood. 
The tree is a thrifty pine, fifteen 
inches through. How that ram's head 
came there will always remain a mys- 
tery to scientists, but meu of the 
mountains, who are familiar with the 
fizhting propensities of the wild back, 
can easily explafh it. The ram, whose 
head is now a part of the tree, stood 
on the upper side of the bill, while 
his enemv stood near what was then a 
pine sipling. When the present 
relic made a rush at ram No, 2, the 
latter stepped to one side, and the old 
warrior’s head, coming in contact with 
the young tree, split it wide enough 
for one horn to enter, and he was left 
dangling ut the mercy of the foe. The 
rest isfvasily guessed. The surviver 
of the fight deiiberately butted his 
unfortunate adversary until there was 
nothing left of him but the skull and 
horns fast in the wood. Fred Myers, 
one of the proprietors of the toll road, 
will have that portion of the tree con- 
taining the ram's head sent to the 
Smithsenian Institute. It will be a 
rare curiosity, and one that cannot be 
duplicated. 
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The Sun Shining all Night.

An unusual scene for Europe —that 
of the sun not setting, but shining 
through the whole night—is. to be 
witnessed from the summit of Mount 
Aavax, in Finland, near Torneo, at 
66 deg. northern latitude. Every 
year, on June 23, a multitude of peo- 
ple of ditferent nations visit that 
mountain to witness the interesting 
spectacle.
